Other exhibitors show also, but these 
are the most interesting. Dandy rolls are also 
exhibited by the above firms. Of felts we see 
many good shows. Foremost isourown English 
firm, Samuel Porritt & Sons, of Rochdale, who 
have at Stand 172 made an elaborate display. 
Their goods of all qualities and varieties are 
nicely arranged upon an effective blue table, 
where they cannot but attract much attention. 
Photographs of their extensive mills are there 
too. There are about nine other exhibitors 
whose goods are very fair and very well ar- 
ranged. In fact, the show of felts is a distinctive 
feature, and generally speaking, there is nothing 
to find fault with in the entire exhibit. India- 
rubber deckels, sheeting and hose are well to the 
front at about six stands. There is nothing very 
special to mention about them, so we pass on to 
inspect a splendid stand of bright calender rolls, 
which almost dazzle one with their silvery glare. 
Beautifully finished and equal to any production 
in this line in the world, this stand, 89, is worthy 
of special mention. It is H. Genson, in Buckau- 
Magdeburgh, who makes so fine a display. His 
works are approaching the extent of Herr 
Krupp’s factory, and his work is most perfect. 
Samples of iron and steel are also shown. This 
stand is by far the best in the entire Exhibition 
so far as machinery and good work are con- 
cerned. At 101 Eacher, Wyss & Co., of Zurich, 
have a good exhibit of calender rolls and glazing 
rolls. At Stands 95, 125, 131, 138, also are rolls 
of good workmanship. The next item is the 
exhibit of cutters.

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Machine for Making Wood Pulp. 


A patent has been granted to Willard A. 
Doane, of Rochester, for an improvement in 
paper pulp machines. This invention relates 
mainly to methods of feeding blocks of wood or 
other similar substances to a rotary disintegrat- 
ing wheel or wheels, for the purpose of reducing 
them to pulp, and to mechanism for operating 
the several feeding devices; and it is said to con- 
sist, principally, in such an arrangement and 
combination of feeders that the stone or wheel 
is utilized to its greatest capacity. 

A disintegrating wheel or stone is secured to a 
shaft, which has bearings in the frame, and is 
driven by a pulley. This disintegrator is prefer- 
ably made from a sharp, close-grained, tough 
sandstone, known as ** Hulberton” sandstone, 
and it is dressed to grind upon its periphery and 
upon both sides nearly to the eye. It might, 
however, be desirable to use a metallic wheel, 
roughened on its facesand periphery, or carry- 
ing a coating of emery orsand. That part of 
the frame immediately under the stone is a 
water-tight box or trough, into which the re- 
duced pulp falls, together with the water used 
in the grinding process, and from which the 
contents may be removed in any convenient 
way. There are cells or chutes for holding 
the stock to be reduced, and they are ar- 
ranged two upon the opposite sides or faces 
of the stone, and one upon the periphery. 
These chutes are firmly but adjustably at- 
tached to the frame, and are placed with their 
inner edges close to the grinder. As the latter 
wears slowly away it will be necessary to adjust 
the chutes toward it, and for this purpose the 
base-plate of the chute is slotted to receive a 
bolt, Tue latter is a shoulder screw, and while 
firmly holding the chute to the frame, still allows 
it to be adjusted thereon by means of a lateral 
screw, which is shouldered into a lug on the 
flange and threaded into the head of the bolt. 
The cells are preferably similar in construction, 





the sides being formed in one piece with the | 


base-flange and arranged to carry the bearings 
for the feed-shafts. 

The bottoms of these cells are supported 
by shafts or by their bearings, and their 
inner ends rest upon the flange or upon the 
top of the frame. This construction forms an 
incline from above the feed-shafts down to the 
stone upon which the stock moves. Cams are 
secured to these shafts, and arranged to revolve 
just inside the cells, notches being cut out of the 
incline at the sides to allow them to pass, These 
cams are preferably made in the involute form, 
and as they revolve slowly force the biocks of 
wood down the inclines into contact with the re- 
volving stone. The relative position of the in- 
cline and the stone is such that this feeding

conduct water and pulp which is thrown from 
the stone back into the vat under the latter. 
The cams extend half a circumference, and

thereby are in action during only one half the 
revolution of the feed shafts; but this propor- 
tion may be varied according to circumstances, 
as they may occupy three-fourths or two- 
thirds of a circumference, the interval 
during the remaining portion of the revo- 
lution giving the operator opportunity to in- 
troduce the blocks into the cell, which is done 
by laying them upon the projecting cams, by 
which it is carried into the cell and down the in- 
cline with the grain parallel to the grinding-axes. 
It may be advisable in some cases to set the cams 
opposite each other on the feed-shaft, whereby 
two sets of short blecks may be fed in alter- 
nately, either one or the other being in constant 
contact with the grinding-surface; or the cams 
of each pair may be so relatively set that the 
blocks will be forced down diagonally with the 
grain. By this method a shorter fibre would be 
produced than that obtained by feed-cams in 
exact alignment, for it is plain that the nearer 
parallel with the grain the grinding is done the 
longer will be the fibre. Furthermore, if it is 
desirable to produce a very short-fibred pulp, 
several cams may be placed near together along 
the shaft, and the wood fed to the grinding-sur- 
face endwise of the grain. In fact, this method 
of feeding is capable of many modifications, so 
as to produce pulp of different grades and quality 
from various materials, and it may be used on 
stock in any condition, as well as for waste 
pieces and chips. Above the incline and nearly 
or quite parallel with it, is placed a presser- 
plate, which is held and adjusted by means of 
screws threaded into lugs on the sides of the 
cell. The blocks of wood are first sawed to a 
definite thickness, and the presser-plate is then 
adjusted so that they move easily down the in- 
cline. By this means the blocks are held firmly 
up to the stone, and are prevented from being 
rolled over by the latter or lifted by the action 
of the cam. The feeder is of somewhat different 
construction. It consists of a square or rectan- 
gular box placed at a slight angle with the face 
of the stone, in which a plunger fits loosely. 
This plunger is worked by a crank upon the

The inventor claims: 1. A rotating disinte- 
grating stone or wheel in combination with cells, 
and suitable coacting feeding mechanism where- 
by reduction of material to pulp is performed 
upon both sides and the periphery of the stone 
or wheel. 2. In combination with a grinding stone 
or wheel, cell or cells and feed-shafts, automati- 
cally-acting feeding-cams, arranged with refer- 
ence toeach other to feed at alternate intervals, 
whereby stock is kept continuously in contact 
with the grinding surface. 3. A revolving cam, in 
combination with a suitable feeding cell, and a 
grinding stome or wheel. 4. In combination 
with a feeding cam or cams and incline, a 
presser-plate. 5. In combination with a cam or 
cams and shaft, the incline provided with slots 
for the passage of thecams. 6. In combination 
with a grinding stone or wheel and feeding cell, 
with plunger, the crank shaft, and suitable con- 
nections for operating the plunger. 7. In a 
feeding cell for pulping wood the combination 
of the incline, the adjustable presser-plate and 
side plates, the whole made adjustable toward 
the grinding wheel or stone. 8. In combination 
with a grinding wheel or stone, the feed shafts 
and cells operating conjointly. 9. The combina- 
tion of a grinding stone or wheel, the gear train, 
the feeding shafts and clutch, arranged to oper- 
ate conjointly.

asked to pay £50 or £75 for a stand at Berlin? 
I understood that there was a regular specified 
charge of 15 marks for the square metre or some 
such scale, in the prospectus issued by the exhi- 
bition committee. If such was the case, and I | 
am certain there exhibitors 
could easily calculate their space and go to any 
expense they thought fit. My 
pronounces the Exhibition to be ‘‘ Humbug”— 
with a capital *b.” 
I know my correspondent has not seen the Exhi 
bition, and therefore is not quite able to judge. 
I don’t agree with his opinion at all. It was 
precisely this difference of opinion which 
prompted me to go and give your readers a true 
and accurate version of the show. 

I send you a short article from our Daily Tele- 
graph which you will perhaps print in part of 
your issue. It is interesting as dealing with our 
trade here and foreign competition. I still keep 
to my view that we are losing most of our trade 
through not keeping our goods up to the mark 
of quality. Over-production is quoted as a cause. 
But what difference is there between making 
one ton and 1,000 tons of paper if none of it is 
fit to sell or has no market? We make plenty 
of paper and have it in the market for sale. 
There are plenty of buyers who buy other 
paper, but don’t buy ours, simply because the 
foreign paper is better worth the money. For my 
part I cannot understand the headlong race and 
throat-cutting contest among our paper-makers 
as to who shall produce the cheapest paper. 
Quality is only thought of when the stuff gets into 
the market and won't sell. If our paper-makers 
would resolutely refuse to pander to the stand- 
ard of the foreigy paper things would soon find 
their level again. Our great consumers here 
cannot possibly depend upon foreign goods. 
Their arrival here is uncertain, and fancy the 
Daily Telegraph or Standard suddenly finding 
itself without paper! There are many things 
against the regularity and dispatch of a foreign 
contract which represent quite 1d. per lb. For 
the present, however, we are all tearing away 
down hill. The ascent will be found hard work 
when we turn back. 

Taking 2%d. per lb. for paper to be £23 10s. 
net, I should think the business must he close, 
‘very close. Straw and a little cotton waste and 
clay must be the foundation. Two tons straw 
at 80s. would give 16 cwt. of fibre, which with 
cotton and clay would cost quite £10, ready cut 
for the boiler. To boil this we must have, say, 6 
ewt. cream caustic soda at £10, and to bleach it, 
say, 5 cwt. of chloride of lime at £5. This will add 
£45s. Then we have colors, alum, and rosin for 
sizing—say, 15s. Up tothe stuff chest we have 
£15 expended. Now we must add wages, plant 
and machinery, felts and coals—surely cheap 
at £5. Against the margin of £3 10s. we must 
put the following items: Broken paper, repairs 
and loss of time in breakdowns, deterioration of 
plant and buildings, light, wrappers, packing, 
disputes, commissions, bad debts, rent, taxes, 
and—profit! Well, I suppose there is a profit 
somewhere, but it is not very clear. It wants a 
telescope or a microscope. Of course 1 have 
not included the pleasant interlude of a strike 
or a fire which occasionally breaks the monot- 
ony; nor have I put down anything as salary 
for the brain power of the chiefs of the firm, 
rents of town offices, &c.; nor anything for new 
patent lightning conductors.

EASTERN STATES.

WESTERN STATES.

Three 
new engines have been added. 


The Marseilles paper mili, at Marseilles, Ill, 
is being repaired under the direction of its new 
owners. A new machine and new engines have 
been added to the plant. 


FOREIGN. 


The Cheddar Valley paper mill, at Cheddar, 
near Weston-super-Mare, Somerset, England, is 
to be sold at auction on Thursday next. The 
capacity of the mill is fifteen tons of news per 
week. 


The Harefield paper mill, at Harefield, Middle- 
sex, England, is noticed to be let. The machinery 
isallnew. The mill is run on fine writing and 
bank paper, and has an envelope factory at- 
tached. 


The Hope paper mill, near Wrexham, Flint- 
shire, England, is for sale. It has two machines 
and has been run on grocery papers. 


Assignment and Exemption Laws. 


The Shipping List gives the following synopsiz 
of the assignment laws of the several States now 
in force, and which from this date are the only 
legal provisions controlling the disposition of 
the estate of insolvent deptors in the respective 
States. 

The laws of Maine permit an assignment by a 
debtor of all his property for the benefit of his 
creditors, but the debtor is discharged from only 
those debts the holders of which sign the deed of 
assignment. Household furniture to the value 
of $50, and certain specified articles and tools in 
trade, are exempt from execution, a~d by filing 
aclaim in the office where deeds are registere4 
a homestead not exceeding $500 in value be- 
comes exempt. 

In New Hampshire only those creditors who 
assent to the assignment of the debtor can take 
any share in the distribution of the property of 
the debtor, but the debts of dissenting creditors 
are not discharged by the proceedings. Neces- 
sary bousehold furniture to the value of $100, 
and tools of occupation worth $100, are exempt, 
and also a homestead not exceeding in value 
$5u0. 

Vermont has an assignment law which pro- 
vides for both voluntary and involuntary insol- 
vency. It relieves all property acquired by the 
debtor after his discharge from attachment for 
debts due at the time the proceedings were in- 
stituted, whether held by residents or non- 
residents of the State. Certain specified articles 
of housebold furniture and tools in trade are ex- 
empted from execution, and a homestead ex- 
emption of $500 is provided for. 

In Massachusetts there is no assignment law. 
The law exempts certain personal property fron. 
execution, and also household furniture to the 
value of $300, and certain tools in trade and 
stock in business to the value of $100. A home- 
stead law is in force which allows a householder 
a home worth not more than $800, upon his re- 
cording his claim in the proper office. 

In Rhode Island a law was enacted last May 
providing for assignments either voluntary or 
compulsory, by which all creditors are brought 
inand their claims discharged. Household fur- 
niture to the value of $300, and tools to the 
value of $200, are exempt from execution. 

In Connecticut a creditor holding a claim ex- 
ceeding $100 may take proceedings to have the 
property of his debtor put into the hands of a 
trustee for the benefit of all the creditors. If 
the debtor pays 70 per cent. of all claims he can 
obtain a discharge. Provision is also made for 
voluntary assignments, which are conducted in 
the same manner as compulsory proceedings. 
Necessary wearing apparel and household furni- 
ture are exempt from execution. 

In New York the law provides for the assign- 
ment of property by a debtor for the benefit of 
his creditors. The debtor is not released from 
his debts except where the creditors sign a 
composition deed and the terms of the deed 
are carried out; but the claims of creditors re- 
fusing to sign such deed are not discharged. 
Necessary househo!d furniture and tools in trade 
are exempt from execution. The law provides 
for a homestead exemption of $1,000, but a

Real or 
personal property to the value of $300 may be 
claimed as exempt by any resident of the State. 

In linois the law recognizes assignments for 
the benefit of creditors, but makes no provision 
for the discharge of the debtor. A law provides 
for a homestead exemption of $1,000, and also 
exempts personal property to the value of 3100, 
with an additional $300 in favor of married 
persons.

Of course all sub- 
stances may serve as carriers. No matter 
is, however, so easily disinfected as paper, 
and really, from its repeated boilings and 
chemical cleanings, it comes out the purest 
of all substances, although its primitive 
elements have been in many cases ths 
quintessence of dirt and disease. 


AN English paper takes the ground that 
the danger to British trade from American 
competition is of most consequence in this 
country, where the market is confessedly 
lost through the ability to meet nearly all of 
our own requirements. This is yielding 
considerable, but we are treated to the inevit- 
able lecture on our protective tariff, which, 
while admittedly the great help to the de- 
velopment of our industries, is pronounced a 
policy of which we must realize the folly. 
Our competition in foreign markets is 
looked upon as experimental. We ‘own 
up” to that, but it is a national feature 
with us to be always experimenting, and 
if we do not succeed it is not for want of 
trying. But the day of experiment is 
quickly passing. In some things it has 
changed from hazard to success, and the 
market has become assured. While we do 
not make competition with Great Britain any 
more our objective point than with other 
countries, we are naturally brought by 
coincidence of production very strongly 
into that position. It is not intended, how- 
ever, to avoid competition with other coun- 
tries. This has been shown in numerous 
ways and American rivalry will extend in 
every direction where our resources can 
develop a market. It will take only a few 
years to show this.

Hewitt & Bro., of this city, whose advances and 
other charges on the goods while in their bands 
amount to about $3,000.

England’s Trade with America, 


In a recent article the London Telegraph says: 
** Underlying the tremors which afflict so many 
of our merchants and manufacturers at the ap- 
parently rapid progress of foreign competition 
is a special fear of what the United States, with 
their natural advantages, their command of 
cheap raw material, and the enterprise and in- 
ventiveness of the native American, can accom- 
plish. But, if- English industries have been 
depressed lately, it is by no means clear that 
much of the evil can be fairly laid at the door 
of American rivalry in foreign markets. The 
official reports of the movements of merchandise 
from the States in the twelve months ending 
June 30 last, which have just been published, do 
not contain any fear-inspiring disclosures. Apart 
from the central and striking fact that the course 
of foreign trade has on the other side of the At- 
lantic been exactly the reverse of what it has 
been in England—the exports of the United 
States having exceeded the imports by fully fifty 
millions sterling—the great characteristic of 
American trade is what it has been for the last 
half-century, an overwhelming preponderance 
of exports of agricultural produce. Thus it ap- 
pears from the tables referred to that of a total 
increase in ten years of eighty-two million 
pounds in the value of domestic exports, rather 
more than half consists of grain and breadstuffs, 
cotton representing most of the remainder, 
while some minor items, such as petroleum and 
timber, account for a good deal. The portion 
left for manufactures is of an insignificant char- 
acter, amounting in the case of cotton goods to 
just £1,300,000 for the decade, and in iron and 
steel to £1,100,000. There is nothing formidable 
in these figures; neither in other countries nor 
in England itself can the competition have been 
carried very far. It is otherwise with the Amer- 
ican home market. If our Transatlantic 
friends have not dealt us a blow abroad they 
have effectually barred our manufacturers from 
access to the United States consumers. During 
the last five years, according to these same 
tables, the import of railroad iron into the 
States has dwindled gradually from a total an- 
nual value of four millions sterling to one of 
only eleven thousand in the year. Cotton man- 
ufactures have fallen off to the extent of three 
millions sterling, flax one million eight hundred 
thousand pounds, silk manufactures two mil- 
lions, and raw wool between two and three 
millions. These goods were chiefly sent from 
England, and the figures help to explain the 
lamentations here over lost markets, Part of 
the decrease must no doubt be explained by the 
industrial collapse in the States, which dimin-

Paper-Makers in Olden Times, 


(Continued. ] 

“All writing papers,” says the ordinance, 
‘‘must be well sized and packed according to 
quality.” Any paper not fulfilling these condi- 
tions was to be confiscated. ‘‘ The proof of well- 
sized payer is this, that when written upon with 
ink it does not penetrate to the other side.” The 
master himself was obliged to be present dur- 
ing the making of the size. ‘‘Every paper- 
maker must have the initials of his name and a 
certain mark, as a horse, deer, bird, tree, &c., 
on all his papers, and place beside them one of 
the letters F M or G to indicate fine, middling, 
and coarse (grob) qualities.” A penalty was im- 
posed on all infractions of this rule. Every maker 
was to have his own marks, and the marks of 
a deceased maker could not be used. Widows, 
however, could use the name of their deceased 
husband on putting the letter W immediately 
over it. Ten dollars was the fine for any case 
where a maker allowed his brand to be used in 
another mill. The sizes and names of the differ- 
ent papers were as follows; where there are no 
English equivalents we give the original terms: 


Ht. Bth. | 
14x 19 in.| Relation 
. 14x19 
13x 16 Margrave 
. 15x19 King’s Paper... 


Parties requiring any other sizes had to order 
them expressly. To prevent cheap foreign com- 
petition all reams not coming up to these sizes 
and to the prescribed weight were confiscated. 
The ream for all kinds of paper consisted of 20 
quires, and each quire of 25 sheets. The name 
of maker, address of mill, size and weight and 
name of paper were to be plainly printed on 
each ream, under a penalty of five thalers. 
Faulty paper might be sold for sundry purposes 
outside of writing. Particular rules were made 
to prevent the rag gatherers selling rags for ex- 
port. Each mill had its own pickers, and they 
were not allowed to go outside of their appointed 
districts. The rag-men (not the paper-stock men) 
were an important factor in the economy of the 
time. ‘‘The magistrates and officials, the mayors 
in the villages, the country and horse police, and 
also the gate-keepers were instructed, as soon as 
they perceived a rag-picker to ask for his pass- 
port. Ifit turned out that he was not author- 
ized to collect in the district, the man and the 
rags were brought to the court of the place, and 
the rags delivered to the mill of the district at a 
cheap price.” 

No man, unless a paper-maker, was allowed 
to purchase rags for the purpose of selling them 
again. This is why there were no paper-stock 
men in those days.

Rag Boiler Explosions. 


Concept 
Heavy, gent’s. . 
Letter 


The Paper-Maker’s Monthly Journal prints a 
letter addressed to the President of the British 
Paper-Maker’s Association, on the subject of rag 
boiler explosions. The writer, Mr. Newell 
says: 

Three months since one of the rag boilers in a 
continental paper mill exploded while under 
pressure not exceeding 45 pounds above that of 
the atmosphere, doing terrible damage and 
burying six persons in the ruins. This boiler 
was cylindrical, with the sides attached to the 
ends by best wrought iron angle rings three- 
quarters of an inch in thickness, and the rupture 
took place in one of them, the iron parting with 
very irregular division. 

Shortly after, in another large mill, leakage 
was discovered from one end of a similarly 
shaped boiler, differing only in this, that no 
angle-shaped iron was used in connecting the 
sides with the ends, but the latter were made 
cup-shaped, and the edges entering the cylinder 
were riveted to it; the axles, cast on to large 
plates of about 18 inches in diameter, were riveted 
to the wrought iron ends. The leakage was 
from between the wrought and cast iron; hap- 
pily, as soon as the defect was noticed, the steam 
was let off and no harm ensued, but upon seek- 
ing the cause a crack was discovered in the 
wrought iron following the line of rivets, which 
would speedily have given rise to an explosion. 

. Under the painful impression produced by this 
discovery, for which no cause could be assigned, 
a careful examination both interior and erx4 
terior of the other rag boilers was made, with- 
out, however, discovering any defect in them; 
but to be perfectly sure, the paper-maker decided 
to have two pieces 6 to 8 inches in diameter cut 
from the end of one of the boilers, one piece 
embracing the outer line of rivets, and the other 
the inner line, in order that tests might be ap- 
plied to them to show the actual condition of 
the metal. The pieces were submitted to com- 
petent judges, and although of best wrought 
iron when the boiler was made were found when 
tested to have become no better than the com- 
monest cast iron; at the first blow of a hammer 
they fell in pieces, and upon careful considera- 
tion this will not appear so very extraordinary. 
The boilers had been used for about 20 years, and 
during that time they have been used almost 
regularly twice a day; they have, therefore, 
had to support, fully 6,000 times, the expansion 
and contraction due to the heat of the steam 
and the subsequent discharging of the rags, and 
although the extent of the movement of the 
ends from this cause may be small, yet repeated 





for so long atime it has been sufficient to pro- 
duce the effect described. 

I hope shcrtly to have a more careful 
and exact report to send you, but knowing the 
extreme importance of the question I hastily 
write the present that attention may be at once 
directed to a source from which disasters in 
paper mills may have been frequently produced, 
without the existence of it being suspected.

The City Stationery. 


The latest suit growing out of the Tweed Ring 
frauds is the one brought in the name of the 
people, under the act of 1875, known as the 
“ Adjustment act,” against J. Jarvis Jones and 
William C. Rogers, as surviving partners of the 
firm of William C. Rogers & Co., and E. Jones 
& Co., the well-known stationers, to recover 
$942,989.07, alleged to have been paid to them 
upon fraudulent bills for stationery furnished to 
the city and county. A few days ago, upon a 
complaint setting forth the alleged frauds and 
accompanying affidavits, Judge Potter granted 
an order of arrest against tne accused parties, 
fixing the bail of each at $250,000. This amount 
of bail they were unable to furnish, and as a 
consequence following their arrest were lodged 
in Ludlow Street Jail, where they still remain. 
Application to vacate the order of arrest was 
promptly made by Oliver W. West, their coun- 
sel, and the case came up for argument on 
Wednesday before Judge Potter, in Supreme 
Court, Chambers. Corporation Counsel Wm. C. 
Whitney opposed the motion. The order to 
show cause why the order of arrest should not 
be vacated gives the right to do so either to him 
or to Attorney-General Schoonmaker, who brings 
the suit. 

Annexed to the complaint are fourteen affi- 
davits, including one of E. A. Woodward, the 
great ‘‘ ring” go-between, setting forth the pro- 
gramme of the ring conspirators and the adroit 
manner in which they depleted the city exchequer 
to the amount of many millions, a mass of alle- 
gations making up the old familiar and more 
than thrice-told tale of those mammoth pecula- 
tions. In opening his argument Mr. West in- 
sisted that the order of arrest should be vacated 
because it did not state that it was granted on 
affidavits, but simply averred that a cause of 
action appears to exist; because the defendants 
are prosecuted as surviving partners, and, there- 
fore, as trustees, and as such cannot be arrested; 
because it does not appear that the action is 
brought to recover money, funds, credit, or 
property held or owned, officially or otherwise, 
for or in behalf of a governmental interest by a 
municipal or other corporation, board, officer, 
custodian, agency or agents of the State which 
the defendants have, without right, obtained, 
received, converted or disposed of, or that the 
action is brought to recover damages for so ob- 
taining, receiving, paying, converting or assign- 
ing the same, and because the action is brought 
to recover money owned by both the city and 
county, which is an action in which an order of 
arrest is not authorized. These, which were his 
main points, he amplified at great length. 

Mr. Whitney made an equally lengthy reply, 
combating with like vigor the points urged for 
the motion. In the course of his remarks he de- 
tailed the scheme of conspiracy, alleging that 
the city thereby was robbed of $20,000,000. He 
showed how portions of the money paid on war- 
rants given to liquidate the bills of the defend- 
ants were given to Tweed, Connolly and others. 
He claimed that, as far as human evidence 
could go, a clear case of fraud had been made 
against the defendant and that every requisite 
of an order of arrest had been complied with, 
and, therefore, that the same should not be 
vacated. 

‘These moneys were obtained by right and by 
law,” said Mr. West, in the course of a rejoinder 
to Mr. Whitney’s argument. 

‘“‘ By law, but not by right,” interrupted Judge 
Potter. 

‘Well, all I have to say is,” said Mr. West, 
“if Your Honor shall sustain the order of arrest 
that it be coupled with the direction that the 
case be set down peremptorily for trial on the 
first Monday of October, when it will be shown 
whether my clients or other parties have been 
guilty cf the frauds alleged.” 

‘““We will accommodate you with an early 
trial,” observed the Corporation Counsel, and 
the papers and briefs were passed up to the 
judge for examination.

THE MONEY MARKET.— The monetary 
situation bas undergone very little change, the 
supply of loanable capital having been abundant 
at 1 to 14¢ per cent. on pledge of Government 
bonds, and 11¢ to 2 per.cent. on ordinary Stock 
Exchange collateral. At one time as high as 
5 per cent. was paid for accommodation, but 
this rate was altogether exceptional, and the 
market quickly settled down into the state of 
ease which has characterized it for a long time, 
and at the close borrowers on call supplied their 
requirements at about 2percent. Prime mercan- 
tile paper was in demand at from 3}¢ to 5 per 
cent. 

Government Bonds, which were moderately 
active, declined a fraction in sympathy with the 
weakness of the gold premium, and at the close 
were firm on a dull market. The bondholders 
have almost entirely ceased importations, the 
prices obtained for our securities at London 
being much better than those current here. 
The Treasury issued its seventieth call for 
5-20s for redemption, the amount being the 
usual one of $5,000,000, on which interest will 
cease December 4. The amount of this issue 
now remaining outstanding is $31,798,400 ($16,- 
168,500 coupon and $15,629,900 registered), all of 
which, it is expected, will be called in before the 
close of the year. 

Gold continues weak, the decline being attri- 
buted to the recent order of the Treasury, offer- 
ing silver dollars in exchange for greenbacks, 
thus virtually removing the only commercial de- 
mand for gold, so long as the foreign exchanges 
remain in favor of this country. The extreme 
range during the week has been between 1001<¢ 
and 100%.

the extent of the fall trade that were indulged 
in at an early period of the season are beginning 
to be realized in all the leading branches of busi- 
ness. The reports received from the principal 
trade centres of the country, the yellow fever 
districts of the South excepted, are highly favor- 
able, and indicate that the period of reaction, so 
long looked for, has at length been reached. 
The business in Writing Papers continues about 
as last noted. Engine-Sized and other low grades 
are in largest demand, while Fine and Superfine 
Flat Caps do not meet with so ready a sale. 
There is no decided improvement in Book Papers. 
For extra Machine-Finished there is only a mod- 
erate trade request, and for the higher grades 
the call is comparatively limited. In News 
Papers nothing has occurred to give encourage- 
ment to the tone of the market, which is quiet, 
and ordinary qualities may still be quoted within 
the range of 6c. to6!¢c. In Manillas sales are 
somewhat freer of certain qualities, but the 
overproduction is so large that the effect upon 
stocks is scarcely perceptible, yet it imparts 
a slight feeling of encouragement. The de- 
mand for Bogus Manillas is comparatively 
very small, while supplies are on a large 
scale and the market is overstocked. The 
Straw Wrapping trade shows scarcely any 
change from last week, except that the tone of 
the market is weaker. This is due in a great 
measure to the decrease in the export move- 
ment, which began about a month ago, and at 
the present time is very small. The local de- 
mand is also very limited. There is no longer 
any scarcity for light-weight stock as was re- 
ported a fortnight ago, the market being in 
good supply for all kinds. Steam-dried Straw 
Boards are in tolerably fair request, the sales of 
Air-Dried in this market being comparatively 
limited. Dealers report trade about on an aver- 
age with former seasons. We quote: Steam- 
Dried, No. 1 at $45 to $47.50 per ton; No. 2 do. at 
$40 to $42.50, and State and Pennsylvania Air- 
Dried at $40 to $42.50. In Binders’ Boards there 
is not much doing; the sales for publishers’ 
use are only in moderate amounts, and prices 
are unchanged. 


JUTE BUTTS.—We have to note a quiet mar- 
ket in this article during the past week, sales 
being mostly in small parcels, for which full 
prices have been paid. We quote a range of 
25¢c. to 2%c., cash and time, according to qual- 
ity and terms. There have been no arrivals at 
this port. The Chipman arrived at Boston, and 
her 1,959 bales go to manufacturers. Stock in 
Boston, about 700 bales, and in New York about 
14,000 bales. 

WOOD PULP.—The increasing demand for 
this article continues to find an outlet for con_ 
siderable quantities of stock. Sales of a few 
car loads of pulp made by parties outside of the 
combination are reported ata price which would 
net a fraction better than 24¢c. The price asked 
by the combination is nominally 3c., subject, of 
course, to their usual discounts. 


FOREIGN RAGS AND PAPER STOCK.— 
Business in Foreign Rags is very dull, except for 
Linen Stock. The low prices ruling for Domestic 
Rags has almost stopped importations. Prices 
are weak, but are quotably unchanged. The 
arrivals for the week foot up 525 bales of Rags, 
590 bales Paper Stock, and 824 bales of Manillas. 
We hear of a sale of 75 bales German Writing 
Stock on private terms. 


DOMESTIC RAGS.—There has been some. 
what more activity in the market for Domestic 
Rags during the past week, the very low price, 
which have ruled the market for some little 
time past being an inducement to the mills to buy 
larger supplies of stock. The sales reported em_ 
brace 50 bales No. 1 City Whites, on spot, at 
434c.; 150 bales City Seconds at 1%c., and 50 
bales No. 2 City Whites at 2%c. 

BAGGINGS, &C.—The market maintains the 
firm position it assumed a fortnight or three 
weeks ago, and Manilla Rope is more eagerly 
sought for with prices firm and steady. The 
sales reported within the week include 100 tons 
Manilla Rope, most to arrive, at 3c., and 125 
tons No. 1 Manchester Gunny Bagging, also to 
arrive, on private terms. 


OLD PAPERS.—There has been quite a con- 
siderable number of transactions made within 
the week under review, at prices within the 
range of our quotations. Among the sales re- 
ported are 10 tons No. 1 White Shavings at 3%c., 
and 10 tons extra Book Stock at 2. 


STRAW.—The market is quiet, and supplies 
are ample for all requirements. We continue 
our former quotations, which are: 35c. to 45c.

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pers. When the effect of this month’s reduction 
in output begins to tell upon the available 
quantity in market, the trade will bear a more 
active appearance. It is gratifying to be able to 
report even so fair a condition of trade as at 
present exists. In comparison with certain of 
the months of the current year, that of Septem- 
ber will be credited in the record as more nearly 
approaching a regular and normal state of trade. 
The supply is based upon the demand, and from 
this time out there should be a demand for coal. 
Dealers throughout the country have been in 
town in quite considerable numbers, since the 
date of our last ‘just to look round,’ but some- 
how they manage to buy a cargo or more. They 
report that consumers are disposed to buy, but 
not in the quantity as formerly, being disposed 
to take the chances; this will make the business 
more even, and prevent any violent fluctuations 
of retail prices. The dealers who have been 
carrying good stocks from the low-priced era 
up to date, prove hard competitors with those 
who have kept light stocks; we think it would be 
practicable, particularly hereabout, to make a 
good even price, based on present range at whole- 
sale, and by adhering thereto put the whole 
business on a more sound financial footing. 
From Boston we here that the market continues 
firm. An advance in rates at retail is soon to be 
inaugurated. Dealers are doing a moderate 
business. The rate of wages in the Anthracite 
Coal regions varies in the several districts. The 
men in the Schuylkill are paid upon the basis of 
the tolls received by the railway company. 
Those in the Lehigh region are paid on the price 
of coal at tide water. We think this question is 
easily answered, and the seeming inconsistency 
settled. There has been very little Lehigh and 
a great deal of Schuylkill sent to this market, 
this season. The price is based on the quantity, 
for if there is a surfeit, no one will give anything 
like the price that they will when there is a scar- 
city. It has been more the question as to who 
should have a portion of the small amount of 
Lehigh received. We cannot say the same of 
the Schuylkill coal. The uncertainty that pre- 
vails in many directions as to the policy to be 
adopted next year, keeps the nearby trade and 
those who can receive during the winter season 
from laying up heavy supplies, particularly as 
their sales will be largely in what is called tran-
